Roosevelt today transmitted to con- 
gress his fifth special message of the 
present week. 


Today's communication was in re- 


sponse to resolutions passed in the 
senate early in the session calling on 
the president lor information respect- 
tag the discharge of three companies 
of colored troops of the Twenty-fifth 
United States infantry lor participa- 
!lon In the riots at Brownsville, Tex., 
last summer. 


In his message the president strong- 


ly defends his action and accompanies 
lie message with a vast volume of tes- 
timony taken in the investigation of 
Bie Brownsville affair and the reports 
if the officers. 


There was also transmitted with the 


message a report on the legal aspects 
tt the case by Secretary of War Taft, 
h which It is maintained 
that the 


president In no way exceeded his au- 
Ihority In the discharge of the troops 
»r the Twenty-fifth Infantry. 


The Menage. 


The text of the president's message 


on the negro troops affair was in full 
as follows: 


To the Senate: 


In, response to senate resolution 


of December 6 addressed to me, and 
to the two senate resolutions ad- 
dressed to him, the secretary of war 
has, by my direction, submitted to 
me a report which I herewith send 
to the senate, together with several 
documents, 
Including a letter of 


General Nettleton and memoranda 
as to precedents for the summary 
discharge or mustering out of regi- 
ments or companies, spme or all of 
the members of which 
had been 


guilty of misconduct. 


I ordered the discharge of nearly 


all the members of companies B, C 
and D of the Twenty-fifth infantry 
by name, in the exercise of my con- 
stitutional power and In pursuance 
of what, after full consideration, I 
found to be my constitutional duty 
as commander In chief of the United 
States army. I am glad to avail my- 
self of the opportunity afforded by 
these resolutions to lay before the 
congress the following facts as to 
the murderous conduct of certain 
members of the companies in ques-

In Jauu- 
iry, 1904, just before I killed her, I 
jnet a man who said Ms name was 
Itsa White. He told me he was living

her, but 'did. not. know fcpw. He said 
ho was willing she should be killed, 
but he did not;, want to kill her cirn- 
•elf,

"After some talk about the matter 


le hinted that may be I would be will- 
tug to do It if well paid. I asked him 
bow-much he would pay and he said 
5500. I consented to kill the woman.

New York, Dec. 19.—The counting 


of the ballots cast in the elections of 
the trustees m the New York Life In- 
surance company and of the Mutual 
Life Insurance company began today; 
victory was still claimed by the ad- 
ministration 
and' the 
international 


policyholders committee in both com- 
panies this morning, and It is under- 
stood the actual result will not even 
be indicated until the -end of the week 
and not positively known for possibly 
two or three weeks. The result of the 
vote hinges on what portion of the 
sealed ballots turned over to the elec- 
tion inspectors by the officers of the 
two companies were cast for the nom- 
inees on the united committee's tick- 
et. 


The New York Life Insurance com- 


pany turned in 192,000 of them and the 
Mutual Life turned in 207,000. 
Offi- 


cers of the two companies asserted that 
at least ninety per cent of these bal- 
lots were for the administration, but. 
Samuel Unterraeyer, counsel for the 
policyholders' committee, declared that 
at least thirty per cent of them were 
for the united committees" ticket. 


In the New York Life 
Insurance 


company's election 
114,000 
proxies 


were turned in by the administration 
and 127,000 ballots by the policyhold- 
ers' committee. 


In the Mutual Life it was asserted 


today that the administration turned 
In 30,000 proxies while the policyhold- 
ers committee turned In 103,000 bal- 
lots. 


If the administration tickets should 


bo elected legal contests may follow 
as Mr. ITntarmcyer has asserted that 
tho election was not properly conduct- 
ed.

letter was given out at the white house 
today: 


The White House, Washington, D, 


C., December 17, 1906.—Dear 
Mr. 


Bonaparte: 
Some three years ago 


Sheriff J. L. Merrill, of Carroll coun- 
ty, Georgia, lost, his chance for re- 
filectlon by his action in beating off 
a mob of several hundred white peo- 
ple who were trying to take a negro 
out of jail and put him to death. 
Sheriff Merrill and his deputies fired 
on the mob, killing and wounding 
several men and beating others off. 
Because of this he was defeated for 
re-election. 
Congressman 
Adam 


son brought the matter to my atten- 
tion saying that, he hated to see a 
man who had done such a service 
as a public official defeated because 
of the very fact that he had rendered 
the service. He told me that' Gov- 
ernor Terrell had offered Merrill a 
place, the hest he had to give, which 
carried a salary of fifty dollars per 
month. I told the congressman I 
thought I could beat that and got 
him a place at $1,200 a year as cus- 
todian of the grounds at the federal 
prison at Atlanta. I hear he has 
done well. If he has done well can't 
we give him a promotion?

British Court Turns Him 
Over to Baden-Baden Offi 
cials on Murder Charge. 


London, Dec. 19.—The extradition of 


Prof. Karl Han, of th'e George Wash 
ington university, Washington, D. C., 
to Germany, was formally granted at 
the Bow street, police court this after- 
noon, on the charge* of murdering his 
mother-in-law, Frau Mollitor, at Baden- 
Baden, November 5. 


When the magistrate read his decis- 


ion the prisoner, who appeared to be 
In a state of collapse, had to be as 
slsted out of the court room and wa 
carried back to his cell. He was In a 
very weak condition and had to clutch 
tho railing of the prisoners' dock to 
prevent himself'from falling. He was 
faultlessly dressed, however, as usual 


In calling the case the magistrate 


announced that all the evidence as 't> 
the cause of Frau Monitor's death ha' 
been received from Germany. 


Mr. Wilson, counsel for the prisoner 


said ho had been 
advised that the 


prisoner's case was one in which the 
raising of objections to his extradition 
would be of no avail. His client mus 
return to Germany and stand trial.

Cabe had walked briskly and carried 
a grip weighted with books and pa- 
pers without apparent fatigue. 


His first words upon returning to 


consciousness were "please notify my 
wife that I am very ill, and ask her to 
come at once." 


That night Mrs. McCabe and his 


niece, who was also his secretary, ar- 
rived 
from 
Philadelphia 
and have 


since remained at tlie hospital. 


The condition of the patient did not 


change materially "until "early" Satur- 
day last, when he lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness. From then on the" bishop 
failed gradually and Monday the phy- 
sicians in attendance said that the 
outcome was no longer in doubt. 


Sketch of Prelate's Life. 


Bishop McCabe was born at Athens, 


Ohio, October 11, 1S"6. 
He entered 


the Ohio conference of the Methodist 
church in I860 and two years later be- 
came chaplain of the 122nd Ohio In- 
fantry- He was captured in the battle 
of Winchester and spent four months 
in Libby prison. 
His experiences as 


a prisoner of war were later recounted 
on the lecture platform. -For more 
than thirty years he was popularly 
known as "Chaplain McCabe," and 
the title clung to him even after the 
general conference of the Methodist 
church in 1896 made him a bishop. 


Following the war he became pas- 


tor of a church at Portsmouth, Ohio, 
and later associated as assistant sec- 
retary with the board of church exten- 
sion. 


"While engaged in church extension 


•work he originated the rally cry, "V.'e 
Are Building a Church Every Day." 


His success as a money raiser was 


remarkable and later as secretary of 
the Methodist missionary society, to 
which post he was elected in 18S4, he 
added half a million dollars to the an- 
nual income of the society. He was 
a Binger and his songs were a feature 
of his pleas for funds. He was chosen 
chancellor of the American university 
at Washington, December 10, 1902.

ficient outdoor exercise and plenty of 
sleep and recreation, according to Dr.

"Faulty nutrition produces lack of 


resistance to disease," says Dr. Kerley. 
"ft makes susceptible 
bodies: 
the 


large mortality among Infants Is due, 
directly or Indirectly, to nutritional er- 
rors more than 
to 
anything else. 


Scarlet 
fever, 
diphtheria, 
measles, 


pneumonia, tuberculosis, the Intestin- 
al diseases, claim most of their victims 
among those who have not sufficient 
Btjimlna to resist Infection. It requires 
no great process of reasoning to appre- 
ciate that, the child who Is fed on suit- 
able food will become a more vigorous 
and better formed adult than one who 
Is fed. beginning at birth nnd continu- 
ing during the 
entire development 


pcrlor. on food of Indifferent tissue- 
building qualities. 


"Intestinal diseases of Infants offer 


a bolter field for work In tho line of 
prevention than any other disease of 
childhood, 
and considering the high 


death rate from'such ailments no af- 
fection deserves more determined ef- 
forts to combat It. Tho most, potent 
factors causing dysentery are chang- 
ing climatic conditions, an unhealthy 
digestive tract, infected 
foods 
nnd 


faulty feeding. 


"At. 
the first, symptom of Intestinal 


derangement mothers or nurses should 
stop feeding milk and give cereal water 
and a dose of castor oil. The cereal 
water, barley or rice, Is given In the 
strength of'one-half ounce to a pint 
of water and Is fed plain or dcxtrlnlzed 
regardless of age until the acute symp- 
oma disappear. When milk Is again 
'ed It should be given skimmed, in 
small quantities, with 
cereal 
water, 


and never more than half an ounce 
at one feeding. As the little one's tem- 
perature is reduced the quantities of 
milk are Increased. 
If, na Is some- 


times the case, skimmed milk does 
not agree, condensed milk 
may 
be 


ised in quantities of one-half to one 
Iram In a feeding of cereal 
water. 


Boiled water is only given for drink. 


"Frequent sponglngs with lukewarm 


water are advisable during the day, 
ind it is essential to speedy recovery 
that the little one bo kept as quiet as 
s possible on a cot or in a bed placed 
n a cool, well ventilated room in as 
spacious quarters as are to be had. 


"Through properly ventilated dwell- 


ngs. pulmonary disorders, broucnitls, 
ironchial pneumonia, may be avoided. 
But, 
If contracted, should be treated 


ocally with medicated vapor, and 
chest applications, which gives drugs 
a third place. And I advise when med- 
cines are given that they be adminls- 
ered in tablets, and not mixed with 
a syrup that has no therapeutic value, 
and as a rule disturbs the stomach. 


"I have found that with children 


pulmonary 
and infectious diseases 


reated with baths, packs, and plenty 
if drinking water, boiled, supplement- 
ed with judicious medication, give ex- 
cellent results. 


"There Is no advantage In a child's 


laving measles or whooping cough, 
hough they 
make 
the little one 


(radically immune afterward, and I 
believe that, they should be guarded 
against theses infectious diseases, for 
ho chances of serious complications 
are 
Increased, and pneumonia fre- 


uently follows 
both 
measles 
and 


whooping cough. 


"Cold In the head, crqnp and other 


catarrhal affections caused from dust 
and exposure to draughts, is avoided 
by keeping child's body in good physi- 
cal condition, the digestive apparatus 
healthy, and not unduly exposing an 
Infant to sudden changes of tempera- 
ture, such as going from a warm room 
Into a cold one, or allowing It to lie 
In position where a draught will blow 
directly on it."

Roast Goose—Scrub the outside of the 
goos« thoroughly; a small now brush la 
good for thla purpose. Rhine thoroughly 
outside and In. Dry thoroughly with a 
qloth. then rub the Inside with salt ftnfl 
pepper. Also rub the Inside with 
an 
onion cut in halves and sprinkle with 
powdered sago If desired. 
It may be 
filled or not as desired. Cut off the neck 
bone on ft- Una with the wing nnd breast 
bones, but -without cutting the skin; fold 
the neck akin down over the back and 
fasten It In place with a trussing needle 
threaded with twine. 
Run 
the needle 
through one wing, the skin folded over 
the back, through the other wtngr and 
back the same way to the first wing, 
where a knot la made. Leave a Rtltoh 
nearly ait Inch In length on the back and 
also on the second wing;. 
When the 
goose Is cooked the latter stitch la cut 
and, the string drawn out by the knot. 
Sew up the opening mndo in dressing the 
fowl. Run the threaded trussing needle 
through the leg and body and out through 
the opposite leg. Return the needle In 
the same way, leaving a stitch nearly an 
Inch long on the outside of the lc£. Plan 
to have the needle come through aboui 
an Inch from the point of entrance, am 
tie the thread In a knot. If the goose Is 
not more than five or six months old i 
may be roasted. 
If older it Is usually 
better to steam or parboil It about two 
hours. Then dredge with flour and sal 
and cook In the oven for about an hour 
basting every ten minutes with dripping 
salt pork fat or melted 
butter. 
The 
goose Is done when the Joints separate 
easily. 
Serve with gooseberry sauce 
Garnish with rings of apple cooked ten 
der in sirup; place on each ring a cookei 
prune sprinkled with chopped pistachi 
nuts.

General Garlington 


is a native of South Carolina; Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Lovering is a native 
of New Hampshire: Major Block- 
som is a native of Ohio. As it hap- 
pens, the disclosure of the guilt of 
the. troops was made in the report 
of the officer who comes from Ohio, 
and the efforts of the officer who 
comes from South Carolina were 
confined to the endeavor to shield 
the innocent men of the companies 
in question, if any such there were, 
by 
securing 
Information 
which 


would enable us adequately to pun- 
ish the guilty. But I wish it distinct- 
ly understood that the fact of the 
birthplace of either officer is one 
which I absolutely refuse to consid- 


• er. 
The standard of professional 


honor and of loyalty to the flag and 
the service is the same for all offi- 
cers and all 
enlisted, men of the 


United States army, and I resent 
with the keenest indignation any ef- 
fort to draw any line among them 
based upon birthplace, creed or any 
other consideration of the kind. I 
should put the same entire faith in 
these reports if it had happened that 
they were all made by men coming 
from one state, whether in the south 
or the north, the east or the west, 


. as I now do. when, as it happens, 


they were made by officers born in 
different stales. 


Established Essential Facts. 


Major Blocksom's report is most 


careful, is based upon the testimony 
of scores of eyewitnesses—test! 
mony which conflicted only in non- 
essentials and which established the 
essential facts 
beyond chance of 


successful contradiction. Not only 
has no successful effort been made 
to traverse his findings in any es- 
sential particular, but, iis a matter 
of fact, every trustworthy report 
from outsiders amply corroborates 
them, by far the best, of these out- 
side reports being that, of (Jen. A. B 
Nettleton, made in a letter to the 
secretary of war. which T herewith 
append: General -Nettleton being an 
ex-Union 
soldier, 
a 
consistent 


friend of the colored man through- 
out, his life, a lifelong republican, a 
citizen of Illinois and assistant sec- 
retary of the treasury under Presi- 
dent Harrison. 


It appears that in Brownsville, the 


city Immediately beside which Fort 
Brown is situated, there had been 
considerable 
feeling 
between the 


citizens and the colored troops of 
the garrison companies. Difficulties 
had occurred, there being a conflict 
of evidence as to whether the citi- 
zens or the colored troops were to 
blame. My Impression Is that, as a 
matter of fact, In these difficulties 
there was blame attached to both 
sides; but this is a wholly unimport 
ant matter for our present purpose 
as nothing that occurred offered in 
any shape or way an excuse or jusli 
flcation for the atrocious conduct ol 
the troops 
when, In lawless anc 


murderous spirit and under cover of. 
the night, they made their attack 
upon the citizens. 


Tells of the Attack. 


The attack was made near mid 


night on August 13. The following 
facts as to this 
attack are made 


clear by Major Blocksom's Investl 
gation and have not been, and, in 
my judgment, can not. be, success 
fully controverted. From D to 15 or 
20 of the colored soldiers took part 
in the attack. They leaped over the 
walls from the barracks and hurriec 
through the town. 
They shot 


whomever they saw moving, and 
they shot into houses where they 
saw lights. In some of these houses 
there were women and children, as 
the would-be murderers must have 
known. In one ' house 
in which 


there were two women and five cb.ll 
dren some ten shots went througr 
at a height, of about 4% feet above 


• the floor, one putting out the lamp 


upon the teble. The lieutenant o 
police of the town heard the firing 
and rode toward It. He met 
the 


raiders, 
who, as he stated, were 


about. 15 colored soldiers. They In 
stantly started firing upon him. He 
turned and rode off, and they con 
tinued firing upon him until they 
had killed his horse. They shot him 
in the right arm (it was afterwards 
amputated 
above 
the elbow). A 


number of shots were also fired a 
two policemen. 
The 
raiders fired 


several times into a hotel, some o 
the shots being aimed at a gues 
sitting by a window. They shot in 
to a saloon, killing the bartende 
and wounding another man. 


At. the same time other raider 


fired into another house in which

women and children were sleeping, 
two o£ the shots going through tnt 
mosquito bar over the bed in which 
the mistress of the house and her 
two children were lying. 
Several 


other houses were struck by bul- 
lets. 
It 
was 
at night, and the 


streets of the town are poorly light- 
ed, so that none of the individual 
raiders were recognized; but the 
evidence ot many witnesses of all 
classes was conclusive to the effect 
that the raiders were negro soldiers. 
The shattered bullets, shells and 
chips of the 
government 
rifles, 


which were found on the ground, are 
merely corroborative. 
So are the 


bullet holes In the houses; some of 
which- it appears must, from the di- 
rection, have been fired from the 
fort just at the moment when 
the 


soldiers left it. 
Not a bu.llet hole 


appears in any of the structures of 
the fort. 


Soldiers Were Aggressors. 


The townspeople were completely 


surprised by the unprovoked and 
murderous savagery of the attack. 
The soldiers wero the aggressors 
from start to finish. They met with 
no substantial resistance, and one 
and all who took part in that raid 
stand as deliberate murderers, who 
did murder one man, who tried to 
murder others, and who tried to 
murder women and children. 
The 


act was one of horrible atrocity, and 
so far as I am aware, unparalleled 
for infamy in 
the 
annals of the 


United States army. 


The white 
officers 
of the com- 


panies were completely taken by 
surprise, and at first, evidently be- 
lieved that the firing meant that the 
townspeople were attacking the sol- 
diers. It was not until'2 or 3 o'clock 
in the morning that any of them be- 
came aware of the truth. I have 
directed a careful investigation into 
the conduct of the officers, to see if 
any of them wore blameworthy, and 
I have approved the recommenda- 
tion of the war department that two 
be brought before a court martial. 


As to the noncommissioned offi- 


cers and enlisted men. there can be 
no doubt whatever that, many were 
necessarily privy, after if not. before 
the attack, to the conduct of those 
who took actual part in this murder- 
ous riot, 
t refer to Major. Block- 


som's report for proof ot the fact 
that certainly some and probably all 
of the noncommissioned officers in 
charge of quarters 
who were re- 


sponsible for the gun-racks and had 
keys thereto in their personal pos- 
session knew what, men were en- 
gaged in the attack. 


Major Ponrosc, in command of the 


post, in his letter (included in the 
appendix) giVes the reasons why he 
was reluctantly convinced that, some 
of the men under him—as ho thinks, 
from 7 to 10—got. their rifles, slipped 
out. of quarters to do the shooting, 
and returned to the barracks with- 
out, being discovered, the shooting 
all occurring within two and a half 
short, blocks of the barracks. II was 
possible for the raiders to go from 
the fort to the farthest point of fir- 
ing and retnra in. less than ten min- 
utes, for tho distance did not ex- 
ceed 350 yards. 


Children Barely Escaped. 


Such arc the facts ot this cose. 


General Nettlekm, in his letter here- 
with appended, states that next door 
to where he is writing in Browns- 
ville Is a. small cottage, where a 
children's party had just broken up 
before the house was riddled by 
United States bullets, fired by Unit- 
ed States troops, from United States 
Springfield rifles, 
at close range, 


with the purpose of killing or maim- 
ing the inmates, including the par- 
ents and children who were still in 
the well-lighted house, and whose 
escape from death under such cir- 
cumstances was astonishing. 
lie 


states that on another 
street he 


daily looks upon fresh bullet scars 
where a volley from similar govern 
ment rifles was fired into the side 
and windows of a hotel occupied at 
the time by sleeping or frightened 
guests from abroad who could not 
possibly have given any offense to 
the assailants. He writes that the 
chief of the Brownsville police is 
again on duty from hospital, and 
carries an empty sleeve because he 
was shot by federal soldiers from 
the adjacent garrison in the course 
of their murderous foray; and not 
far away is the fresh grave of an 
unoffending citizen of the place, a 
boy in years, who was wantonly shot 
down by these United States sol- 
diers while unarmed and attempting 
to escape. 


The effort to confute this testi- 


mony so far has consisted in the as 
sertion 
or 
implication that tho 


townspeople shot one another in or- 
der to discredit the soldiers—an ab- 
surdity too gross to need discussion, 
and unsupported by a shred of evi 
tlence. There is no question as to 
the murder and the attempted mur- 
ders; there Is no question'that some 
of the soldiers were guilty thereof; 
there is no question that many of 
their comrades 
privy to the deed 


have combined to shelter the crim- 
inals from justice. These comrades 
of the murderers, by their own ac- 
tion, 
have rendered 
It necessary 


either to leave all the men, includ- 
ing the murderers, in the army, or 
to turn them all out; and under 
such circumstances 
there was no 


alternative, 
for the usefulness of 


the army would be at an end were 
we to perr.V, such an outrage to be 
committed with impunity. 


Cold-Blooded and Cowardly. 


In short, the evidence proves con 


cluslvely that, a number of the sol 
diers engaged in a deliberate antl 
concerted attack, as colrl blooded as 
It was cowardly; the purpose being tr 
terrorize the community and to kit 
or Injure men, women and children 
in their homes and beds or on the 
streets, and this at an hour of the 
night, when concerted or effective re 
slatance or defense was out. of the 
question, and when detection" by 
Identification of the criminals in the 
United Stales 
uniform 
was well 


night impossible. 


Conspiracy No Less Black. 


So much for the original crime 


A blacker never stained the annals 
of our army. 
It has been supple- 


mented by another, only less black, 
in the shape of a successful con- 
spiracy of silence for the purpose of 
shielding those who took part in the1 


original conspiracy of murder. These 
soldiers were not school boys on a 
frolic. 
They were full-grown men. 


in the uniform of the United States 
army, armed with deadly weapons. 
sworn to uphold the laws of the 
United States, and under every ob- 
ligation of oath and honor not mere- 
ly to refrain from criminality, but 
with the sturdiest rigor 
to 
hunt 


down criminality; and 
the 
crime 


they committed or connived at was 
murder. They perverted the power 
put into their hands to sustain tile 
law into the most deadly violation 
of the law. The non-commissioned 
officers are 
primarily responsible 


for tho discipline and good conduct 
of the men; they are appointed to 
their positions for the very purpose 
of preserving this 
discipline 
and 


good conduct, and of detecting and 
securing the punishment of every 
enlisted man who 
does 
what is 


wrong. They fill, with reference to 
discipline, a part that the commis- 
sioned officers are of course unable 
to fill, although the 
ultimate re- 


sponsibility for the 
discipline can 


never l^e shifted from the shoulders 
of tho latter. 
Under any ordinary 


circumstances the first duty of the 
non-commissioned officers, as of the 
commissioned officers, is to train the 
private in the ranks so tttat ho may 
be an efficient fighting man against 
a foreign foe. But there is an even 
higher duty, so obvious that it is not 
under ordinary circumstances nec- 
essary so much as to allude to it— 
the duty of training the soldier so 
that he shall be a protection and 
not a menace to his peaceful fellow- 
citizens, and above all to the women 
and children of the nation. Unless 
this duty is well 
performed, 
the 


army becomes a mere 
dangerous 


mob; and if conduct such as that o£ 
the murderers in question is 
not, 


where possible, punished, and. where 
this is not 
possible, 
unless 
tho 


chance of Its repetition Is guarded 
against in the most thoroughgoing 
fashion, it would be better that the 
entire army should 
be disbanded. 


It is vital for the army to be imbued 
with the spirit which 
will make 


every man in it. and above all, the 
officers and non-commissioned 
offi- 


cers, feel It a matter of highest obli- 
gation tr> discover and punish, and 
not to shield, the criminal In uni- 
form. 


Violate Oath; Protect Assassins. 


Yet some of the non-commissioned 


officers and many of the men of 
tho three companies in question have 
banded together in a conspiracy to 
protect, tho assassins and would-be 
assassins who have disgraced their 
uniform.by the conduct, above relat 
ed. Many of these non-commission 
ed officers and 
men 
must, have 


known, and all of thorn may hrtve 
known, circumstances which would 
have led to tho conviction of those 
engaged In the murderous assault. 
They have stolidly and as one man 
broken their oaths of enlistment and 
refused to help discover the crlmi 
nals. 


By my direction every effort was 


made to persuade those Innocent of 


murder among them 
to 
separate 


themselves from the guilty by help- 
ing bring the criminals to justice. 
They were warned that if they did 
not take advantage of the offer they 
would all be discharged from the 
service and forbidden again to enter 
the employ of the government. They 
refused to profit by the warning. 1 
accordingly hail 
them discharged. 


If any organization of troops in the 
service, white or black, is guilty of 
similar conduct in the future 1 shall 
follow precisely the same 
course. 


Under no circumstances will 1 con- 
sent to keep in the service bodies of 
men whom the circumstances show 
to be a menace to the country. Inci- 
dentally I may add that the soldiers 
of longest service and highest posi- 
tion who suffered because of the or- 
der, so far from being those who 
deserve most 
sympathy, 
deserve 


least, for they are the very men 
upon whom we should be able espe- 
cially to rely to prevent mutiny and 
murder. 


3unishment Inadequate. 


People have spoken as if this dis- 


charge from the service was a pun- 
ishment. 
1 deny emphatically that 


such is the case, because as punish- 
ment it is utterly inadequate. The 
punishment meet for mutineers and 
murderers such as those guilty of 
the Brownsville assault is death; anrl 
a punishment only less severe ought 
to be meted out to those who have 
aided and abetted mutiny and mur- 
der and treason by refusing to help 
in their detection. 1 would that it 
were possible for me to have pun- 
ished the guilty men. I regret most 
keenly that I have not been able to 
do so. 


Be it remembered 
always that 


these men were all in the service of 
the United States under contracts of 
enlistment, which by their terms 
and by statute were terminable by 
my direction as commander-in-chief 
of the army. It was my clear duty to 
terminate those contracts when the 
public interest demanded it; and it 
would have been a betrayal of the 
public interest on my part not to 
terminate the contracts which wero 
keeping In the service of the United 
States a body of mutineers and mur- 
derers. 


Any assertion that these men were 


dealt with harshly 
because 
they 


were colored men is utterly without 
foundation. 
Officers 
or 
enlisted 


men. 
white men or 
colored men. 


who were guilty of such conduct, 
would have been treated in prcclsj- 
ly the same way; fur there can be 
nothing more important than fur the 
United States army, in all its mem- 
bership, to understand that its arm:; 
can not be turned with 
impunity 


against the peace and onlor of the 
civil community. 


Finds Many Precedents. 


There are plenty of precedents for 


the action taken. 1 call your atten- 
tion to the memoranda herewith sub- 
mitted from the military secretary's 
office of the war department, and a 
memorandum 
from 
the 
military 


secretary enclosing a piece by e.\- 
Corporal Hesse, now chief of divis- 
ion in the military secretary's office, 
together with a letter from District 
Attorney James Wilkinson, of New 
Orleans. 
The 
district 
attorney's 


letter recites several cases in whlcii 
white United States soldiers, being 
arrested for crime, were tried, and 
every soldier and employe of the 
regiment, or in the fort at which 
the soldier was 
stationed, 
volun- 


teered all they knew, both before 
and at the trial, so as to secure jus- 
tice. 


In nnp case the soldier was ac- 


quitted. In another case tho soldier 
was convicted of murder, the con- 
viction resulting from the fact that 
every soldier, from the commanding 
ofilcer to the humblest private, unit- 
ed in securing all the evidence in 
their power about the 
crime. 
In 


other cases, for less offense, soldiers 
were convicted purely because their 
comrades in arms, in a spirit of fine 
loyalty to the honor of the service, 
at once told the whole story of the 
troubles and declined 
to 
identify 


themselves with the criminals.

During the civil war 
numerous 


precedents for the action taken by 
me occurred In the shape of 
the 


summary discharge of regiments or 
companies because of misconduct on 
the part of some or all of their mem- 
bers. The Sixtieth Ohio was sum- 
marily discharged, on the 
ground 


that the regiment was disorganled, 
mutinous, and -worthless. The Elev- 
enth New York was discharged by 
reason of general demoralization and 
numerous desertions. 
Three com- 


panies of the Fifth Missouri cavalry 
and one company o? the Fourth Mis- 
souri cavalry were mustered out of 
the service of the 
United States 


without trial by 
court-martial by 


reason of mutinous conduct and dis- 
affection of the majority of the mem- 
bers of these companies Can almost 
exact parallel to my action). An- 
other Missouri regiment was mus- 
tered out of service because It was 
on a state bordering close on mutiny. 
Other examples, including New Jer- 
sey, Maryland, and other organiza- 
tions, are given in the inclosed 
papers. 


I call your particular attention to 


the special field order of Brig. Gen. 
XI. S. Grant, issued from the head- 
quarters of the Thirtieth army corps 
on November 16, 1862, In reference 
to the Twentieth Illinois. Members 
af this regiment had broken into a 
store and taken goods to the value 
of some $1,240, and the rest of the 
regiment. Including especially two 
officers, failed, in'the words of Gen- 
eral Grant, to "exercise their author- 
ity to ferret out the men guilty of 
the offenses." 
General Grant ac- 


cordingly mustered out of the service 
of the United States the two officers 
Jn question, and assessed the sum 
of $1,240 against the said regiment 
as a whole, officers and men to be 
assessed pro rata on their pay. In 
its essence "this action Is precisely 
similar to that I have taken; 
al- 


though the offense was of course 
trivial compared to the offense with 
•which I had to'deal. 


Ex-Corporal Hesse recites what 


occurred in a "United States regular 
regiment in the spring of 1860. (Cor- 
poral Hesse subsequently, -when the 
regiment was surrendered to 
the 


confederates by General Twiggs, 
saved the regimental colors by wrap- 
ping them about his body, under his 
clothing, and brought them north in 
safety, receiving a medal of honor 
for his action.) It appears that cer- 
tain members of the 
regiment 


lynched a bar-keeper who had killed 
ori« of the soldiers. Being unable 
to discover the culprits. Col. Robert 
E. Lee. then in command of the de- 
partment of Texas, ordered the com- 
pany to bo disbanded and the mem- 
bers tranferred to other companies 
at the end of their enlistment, with- 
out honor. Owing to the outbreak 
of the civil war, and the consequent 
loss of records and confusion, It Is 
not. possible to say what finally be- 
came of this cane.

glnia, as will appear from the In- 
closed clipping from the Charlotte 
Observer, he issued an order in Oc- 
tober, 1864, disbanding a certain 
battalion for cowardly conduct, stat- 
ing at the time his regret that there 
were some officers and men belong- 
ing to the organization who, although 
not deserving it, were obliged to 
share in the common disgrace be- 
cause the good ot the service de- 
manded it. 


In addition to the discharges of or- 


ganizations, which are 
of 
course 


infrequent, there are continual cases 
of the discharge of individual en- 
listed men without honor and with- 
out trial by court-martial. The of- 
ficial records shows tha during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, last, such 
discharges were issued by the war 
department without trial by court- 
martial In the cases of 362 enlisted 
men of the regular army, 35 of them 
being on account of "having become 
disqualified 
for service through 


own misconduct." Moreover, in ad- 
dition to the discharges without hon- 
or ordered by the war department. 
there were a considerable number 
of discharges without honor issued 
by subordinate military authorities 
under paragraph 148 ot the army 
regulations, "where the sen-ice has 
not been honest and faithful—that 
is, where the service does not war- 
rant re-enlistment." 


From Race Issue Standpoint. 


So much for the military side of 


the case. But I wish to say some- 
thing additional, from the stand- 
point of the race question. In my 
message at the opening of the con- 
gress I discussed 
the 
matter of 


lynching. In It I gave utterance to 
the abhorrence which all 
decent 


citizens should feel for the deeds ot 
the men (in almost all cases white 
men) 
who talte part in lynchings, 


and at the same time I condemned, 
as all decent men of any color 
should condemn, the action of those 
colored men who actively or pas- 
sively shield the colored criminal 
from the law. In the case ot these 
companies we had to deal with men 
who in the first, place were guilty of 
what was practically the worst pos- 
sible form of lynching—for a lynch- 
ing is in its essence lawless and mur- 
derous vengeance 
taken 
by an 


armed mob for real or fancied 
wrongs—and who in 
the second 


place covered up the crime ot lynch- 
ing by standing with a vicious solid- 
arity to protect the criminals. 


Judge Man by Conduct; Not Color. 


It Is ot the utmost Importance to 


all' our people that we shall deal 
with each man on his merits as a 
man, and not deal with him merely 
as a member of a given race: that 
we shall Judge each man by his con- 
duct and not his color.- This Is Im- 
portant for the white man, and It Is 
far more important for the colored 
man. 
More evil and sinister counsel 


never was given to any people than 
that given to colored men by those 
advisers, whether black or white, 
who, 
by apology and condonation, 


encourage conduct such as that of 
the three companies In question. If 
the colored men cloct to stand by 
criminals of their own race because 
they are of their own race, they as- 
suredly lay up for themselves the 
most dreadful 
day 
ot reckoning. 


Hvery fftrslghtert friend of the col- 
ored race In KB efforts to strive on- 
ward and upward, should teach first, 
ns the most Important lesson, alike 
to the white man and tho black, the 
duty of treating tho Individual man 
Btrlctly on his worth an he shows It. 
Any conduct 
by 
colored 
people 


which tends to substitute for this 
rule the rule ot standing by nnd 
shielding an evil doer because he is 
a member of their race, means the 
inevitable 
degradation of the col- 


ored race. 
It may and probably 


does mean 
damage 
to the white 


race, but It means ruin to the black 
race. 


Principle of the Square Deal. 


Throughout my term of service in 


the presidency I have acted on the 
principle thus advocated. In the 
north as in the south I have ap- 
pointed colored men of high char- 
acter to office, utterly disregarding 
the protests 
of those 
who would 


have kept them out of office because 
they were colored men. So far as 
was In my power, I have sought to 
secure for the colored people all 
their rights under the law. I have 
done Jill I could to secure them 
equal school training when young, 
equal opportunity to earn their live- 
lihood, and achieve their happiness 
when old. I have striven to break 
up peonage; 
I have upheld the 


hands of those who, like Judge 
Jones and Judge Speer, have warred 
against this peonage, because I 
would hold myself unfit to be presi- 
dent If I did not feel the same re- 
volt at wrong done a colored man 
as I feel at wrong done a white man. 
I have condemned In unstinted 
terms the crime of lynching perpe- 
trated by white men, and I should 
take instant advantage of any oppor- 
tunity whereby I could bring to jus- 
tice a mob of lynchers. In precisely 
the same spirit I have now acted 
with reference to these colored men 
who have been guilty of a black 
and dastardly crime. In one policy, 
ns in the other, I do not claim' as a 
favor, but. I challenge ns a right, the 
support of'every 
citizen 
of this 


country, whatever his color, provid- 
ed only he has in him the spirit of 
genuine and far-sighted patriotism.

Discusses the Law. 


I 
In reporting to the president on the 


several seriate resolutions of Inquiry, 
Secretary Taft. enters Into nn exhaus- 
tive discussion of tho law and the evi- 
dence in the case. 
He 
quotes 
the 


authority for the president's 
action 


and with regard to the new evidence 
presented says he has examined it 
with care and that he does not flnrfr 
anythlng contained in it which should 
lead to a different conclusion ot fact 
from that already stated In his annual 
report. "The affidavits." says he, "con- 
tain In substance the same denials of 
complicity or knowledge by the enlist- 
ed men that were made to the Inspect- 
ing officers, together with evidence'in- 
tended to show that there was an op- 
portunity for pel-sons not In the bat- 
talion to disguise themselves in the 
cast off uniforms of the enlisted men 
and to secure empty cartridge shells 
and throw them on the streets of the 
town." The suggestion, he declares, 
is so grotesque In its improbability 
and absurdity as hardly to call for dis- 
cussion or comment. 


Right to Discharge Men. 


After stating that it is not the prac- 


tice of the Inspector general, In mak- 
ing 
Investigations into questions of 


fact, to set out all the evidence in 
sworn affidavits or depositions, Secre- 
tary Taft quotes from the fourth arti- 
cle of war which he states contains the 
statuatory direction In respect to the 
discharge of soldiers. The regulations 
adopted by the president in carrying 
out this statutory provision as well as 
excerpts from various decisions of the 
judge advocate general of the army 
bearing on discharges without honor, 
also are quoted,-the secretary adding: 


"From the citations above given it 


follows that one enlisting In'the army 
is advised first, that the president has 
the right at will to terminate the con- 
tract ot enlistment: second, that when 
the contract of enlistment Is terminat- 
ed at will the president may properly', 
show on the discharge that' the serv- 
ice which has been rendered has not 
been such as to warrant re-enlistment, 
and therefore is not to be regarded as. 
honest and faithful, 
permitting re- 


enlistment under the statute." 


Military Power* of President. 


In answer to the contention which 


the secretary says has been put forth 
that the. president had no power to 
make the order of discharge, "because, 
if he has. Jie> may disband-the army," 
it is argued that there is a clear dis- 
tinction between disbanding a 
com- 


pany, a battalion or a regiment, and 
the discharge of certain of its mem- 
bers. In the case of the men of the 
25th infantry the secretary says the 
order named the persons who were 
discharged, and did not embrace all 
members of the three companies, and 
that immediately upon the discharge 
of the men an order was issued filling 
up the three companies by transfer 
from thi! otlipr companies ;of the regi- 
ment, "so that the entity, and service 
of the companies are continued la the 
army." 


Secretary Taft. Instances a case 


whero soms of the men of the Fourth 
cavalry, "roused to passion and vio- 
lence by the killing of one of their 
number. lynched the person charged 
with the crime." 
In 
.that 
case, 


he 
says, 
tho 
Judbp 
advocate 


maintained 
that 
there 
was 
no 


evidence to fix tho responsibility for 
the act nnd that the secretary of war, 
strictly npeaklng. had no'authority to 
disbnml tho comrades Involved as. 
such. 


What Pretldent May Do. 


He hold further that "ho may Indeed 


discharge nil the men ot such compan- 
ies, enlisting others In tholr stead, but 
this would be traotlnp innocent and 
guilty allkn and the discharge would 
be, In law 'honorable,' and In the case 
of guilty, would be a 
premium on 


crime. 


It Is stated that, since the decision 


referred tho practice has been put 
In force by regulation of issuing dis- 
charges without honor. In which there 
can bo no re-enlistment without exec- 
utive permission. 


In concluding, howover. 
Secretary 


Taft declares that, "there Is nothing In 
this precedent which, In the slightest 
degree, affects 
the legality of the 


present order, for the principle upon 
which the decision rests, recognizes 
fully the complete power of the presl 
dent, to discharge every member of 
any organization."

DAIRYING FOR PROFIT 


With th • coming of cool weather, 


many believe that strenuous measures 
to secure cleanliness In the dairy are 
no longer needed, and content them- 
selves by giving the different utensils 
used "a lick and a promise," 


Those who <Jo this are the ones who 


complain that "it is hard to make 
good flavored butter In winter" or 
"my cream is bitter, the cows must 
be eating something that spoils the 
milk." 


The truth la. the oft flavor of tho 


dairy products may be traced to lack 
of care in keeping everything scrup- 
ulously clean; for remember that tho 
name bacteria that sours and other- 
wise spoils the milk In warm weather 
have relations that work very hard 
to gain a foothold to taint the milk In 
winter, und they want no better en- 
couragement in their work than a 
little neglect on the part of tho one 
••who has charge of the dairy 


There Is no better method, at all 


times of the year, to secure perfect 
cleanliness of dairy utensils, tlian to 
first wash away all traces of milk with 
luke-warm water (hot water coagu- 
lates the milk and causes it to stick, 
making it very difficult to remove) 
then wash in warm water, in which 
has been dissolved enough salsoda or 
concentrated lye to give the water a 
slippery feeling and rather sweetish 


soon shows how 
taste; experience 
much to use. 


No e.xa' 
quantity can be given, us 


the water lias much tu do with the 
amount required. In both these wash- 
ings, be sure to reach every portion 
of the surface, for remember that it 
Is in tho little crevices the bacteria 
lurk. Next scald in not hot, but boil- 
Ing water. 


A very large dishpan or small tub 


Is nice for this purpose as everything 
can bj immersed. 
Do not wipe, but 


hang or sot on a clean surface where 
there is a free circulation of air, cover 
with a light weight cloth to protect 
from dust and -flies; and the job Is 
done. 


Many who pride themselves on be- 


ing i p-to-dato In most matters con- 
nected with the dairy make a practice 
of cleansing the cream separator only 
or.ce a day In cool weather, being con- 
tent to "flush out" the tank and bowl 
wtl'.i some warm water before using 
the second time after washing. 
This 


is a poor practice, for aside from tho 
objection.'!) features connected with 
the lack of cleanliness, no ono could 
expect a machine to do its most per- 
fect work clogged by the accumula- 
tions of the previous using. 


To wash every part after every us- 


ing In all seasons Is a paying Invest- 
ment of time, and consciousness of 
work well done Is also satisfaction. 


As the cows are beginning to feel 


thn want of the succulent grass they 
have feasted on. It is tu lie hoped 
that something has been provided to 
take tin* place of the pasture. 
Those 


who have nn silo surely have pump- 
kins or some root crop to help out. 


For the autumn and up to Christ- 


mas, pumpkins make nn excellent part 
of the dally ration. To be sum their 
water contents Is large; so Is that of 
tho most nutritious grasses; but they, 
the grasses, produce the best milk 
flow, and the pumpkins approach the 
value of grass in that they furnish 


bulk nnd water to assist In the as- 
similation of the dry feeds that must 
nevitably be tho main dependence of 
hose especially who have only small 
iairies and have felt that the cost of 
he silo was beyond them. 


Tu all who have only a few caws, 


t pays well to grow somu artichokes. 
Tho cows are very fond of them and 
these tubers are an excellent aid in 
promoting health. 


The tops, when properly cured for 


fodder, aro also relished by all grass 
eating animals; so ono is well repaid 
In planting a goodly lot of them. 


Sugar beets are also a fine feed and 


so also aro carrots and even rutabagas 
and the despised turnip. If fed right 
after milking; but artichokes take the 
lead in all good qualities. 


"When feeding any root crops, be 


sure the dirt is removed from them. 
Dun't make the cows chew "grit," and 
do not think anything Is good enough 
for them, either. 


Mouldy fodder, musty hay, spoiled 


grain, and impure water, each alone 
or in combination, will not conduce 
to a cow's health, nor make her milk 
production u record breaker. 
Don't 


ask her to feed you until you feed her 
first. .It you do your part, she will do 
the rest. 


Don't act as if you thought your 


dairy herd are only "cow brutes." 
This designation might do for the 
cattle of the plains, but long associa- 
tion with man has endowed our high 
bred cows with many of the charac- 
teristics of the human race, and we 
find them with a highly sensitive nerv- 
ous organization, subject to many of 
the so-called "whims" of us superior 
beings. 
Just as kindness and gentleness 


bring their reward In. our everyday 
intercourse 
with people 
in 
favors 


shown by them, so do the same qual- 
ities stand us in good stead In hand- 
ling cows, and the reward Is just as 
sure, for the cow shows her appre- 
ciation in an increased milk flow and 
consequent profit to her owner. 


MVJjCH THE STRAWBERRY BED. 


(M. N. Edgerton.) 


A point in strawberry culture more 


often overlooked and neglected than 
any other Is that of winter protec- 
tion. 


Briefly stated, the reason for mulch- 


ing Is this: strawberry plants are In- 
jured by tho alternate freezing and 
thawing incident to the winter and 
spring months. 


Freezing expands the moisture in 


the soil. This slightly raises the sur- 
face of the ground, which in turn, ex- 
erts a lifting force xipon the plant. 
The root system'being held in a frozen 
soli, some ot the finer roots and root- 
lets aro broken. Upon the thawing of 
the so\\. Its surface settles to its origi- 
nal position, but not so the .plant. 


A continual repetition' ot this pro- 


cess often, leaves the crown of the 


lays up loose so that air may penetrate 
to the plants. 


The amount of material needed Is 


just enough to shade the plants. A 
very light covering wilt answer the 
purpose, so far as winter protection Is 
concerned. 
To retard growth ot the 


plants In tho spring, or as a protec- 
tion against 
summer 
drought, the 


heavier the application, tho better the 
service. 


As a means of retarding the season 


of fruiting, the mulch should be ap- 
plied while the ground Is frozen or 
covered with snow. 
With such pur- 


pose in view, it is often advantageous 
to apply a light covering early in the 
season, and a second, heavy applica- 
tion after the ground 
has 
become 


frozen or covered deeply with snow. 


Under 
favorable 
conditions, 
the 


fruiting period may be delayed from a 
week to ten days. 


TO CAKE FOll HOSE Bl-SHES. 


This is the way 1 care for my roso 
utthes in winter: 
Take any old matting that Is partly 


worn and wrap it about the plants. 
It will protect thorn, at tlio same time 
allowing sufficient air to pass through 
to prevent dampness and mould and 
rot. 
It Is not well to cover plants 


too closely. 
They need some air to 


keep in normal condition. 
Hoses are 


hardier If kept on their own roots, 
as grafting weakens. 
Do not muicn 


your plants until there is danger of 
very cold weather, as it keeps the 
plants too tender to mulch early in

Why rent your stalk Held to your 


neighbor?

It your neighbor 
can afford to pay you for the use of 
your stalk Held, be sure It will pay 
you better to pasture there with your 
iwn cattle, if you have other feed, 
even If you have to buy them on 
credit. 


Always Shreds Fodder. 


With (ho right kind of manage- 


ment and help, It costs only about 40 
cents per acre more to shred fodder 
than to harvest It in tlio usual way. 
and this being the case, pays. I think 
il Is worth nearly as much for cattle 
as timothy hay. 
Of corn-so, timothy 


Is not clover or alfalfa, but we all 
value II. highly. If shredded corn will 
give as much good feed as tlmolhj., 
(o say nothing of Its value as man- 
ure, is it not a waste to let it bo used 
In the usual way? Fed with alfalfa, 
oil meal or clover, shredded 
corn 


makes ideal feed.

King Road Dragr. 


WLN'J'J-JK WORK ON THE ROADS. 


By the Use of the King Drag, High- 


ways May Be Kept In Good 


Condition. 


We intend to keep on printing pic- 


tures of the King Road Drag and 
urging farmers to adopt it In making 
country roads until every highway in 
this section is in first-class condition. 
It may take years, but wa -will never 
let up on this important proposition. 


The King Boad Drag has been 


described so often that a detailed 
description is not necessary. 
It Is 


made of two logs fastened together 
with a log chain, as shown in the 
engraving. 
It can be made by any 


farmer at a cost of $5.00 and two men 
using it at the proper time can keep 


five miles of road in good condition 
all the year round, and they will not 
have to put in more than ten days 
each, during the time. 


The improvement in ordinary dirt 


roads by the use of this drag Is be- 
yond tha belief of people who have 
never seen it. The road shown In the 
illustration, over which three tons of 
cotton can now be drawn by two 
horses was. previous to the use of the 
King Road Drag, almost impassable 
during the winter season. At the worst 
season of the year it would require 
ten horses to draw three tons over this 
road.

its roots exposed to view, 
iftcn thus killed outright or left prac- 
tically worthless. 


Now. 
It is commonly supposed that 


the injury mentioned above is the only 
one to which strawberry plants are 
subject when left unprotected. If this 
vere true, then it would not be neces- 
sary to s'pply the mulch until spring, 
during which time the greater share 
of 
alternate thawing and 
freezing 


takes place, and not at all on those 
soils which rlo not honeycomb under 
the Influence of frost. 


Nevertheless, the more familiar we 


become with the strawberry plant and 
Its habits nnd the conditions that ex- 
ist where tho plants prow wild, the 
more firmly are we convinced that thin 
Is an erroneous view. 


There Is a general luck In the es- 


sential Information necessary to fnrm 
a correct Idea In regard to the mat- 
ter. 


Hy nature and habit, tho straw- 


berry plant Is an evergreen. 
Unlike 


the hush fruits, it does not ripen Its 
vegetative growth and cast its leaves 
with the coming of autumn, hut will. 
If given protection, remain green, in 
a dormant, state, waiting for tho com- 
ing of spring, when It may again take 
up tho process of life. 


leaves that come out bright and 


green will begin work In the spring 
where they left oft in the fall. 


On the other hand. If the leaves 


and Crown of the plant are left ex- 
posed to winter .sunshine, the moisture 
In tho leaves will evaporate, and as 
connection between root and leaf Is 
cut off because of the frozen soil, the 
leaves shrivel and die. 


Plants with leaves practically dead, 


will often put forth new leaves in 
the spring, but such plants never show 
the vigor of those given protection. 


Having decided in favor of a winter 


protection for 
the 
strawberry bed, 


there arises the question of mulch- 
ing materials, and tlmo and manner 
of applying. 


As to the material, anything that 


will shade the plant and ground from 
the sun will answer the purpose. Gen- 
erally speaking, tho coarser and freer 
from weeds and grass seed, the better. 


The most satisfactory job of mulch- 


ing we ever did was with marsh hay 
applied before the ground had frozen. 
Any kind of straw is good for the pur- 
pose, but trouble is likely to come with 
It. because of the seeds of grasses and 
weeds. 


Corn stalks will answer the purpose, 


and admirably so. if shredded. Pulp 
from cane mills may be used: also 
the leaves from forest trees. 
Leaves 


will need to he held In place by a 
sprinkling of earth.

FIXE FOR SHEEP. 


Nebraska has numerous sugar beet 


factories, and the feeding of sheep on 
beet pulp has become a large and 
profitable business. One firm has for 
several years been quite extensively 
engaged in feeding pulp to sheep, and 
after numerous experiments adopted 
the following formula for a ninety- 
days' feed, which Is giving satisfac- 
tory results: 


The sheep are started on six pounds 


of pulp per day per head, with alfalfa 
hay. 
This In ten days Is gradually 


Increased to twenty 
pounds, 
when 


one-fourth pound of corn per head 
Is added per day. 


At the expiration of thirty days 


there Is an Increase to one and three- 
fourths of ground corn mixed in with 
the pulp, and a decrease of pulp to 
fifteen pounds per head per day, as 
the regular full feed with one and 
one-half pounds of alfalfa hay. 


This course of ninety days' feeding 


gives an average gain of twenty-five 
pounds per head.

ing time to select the gilts that are to 
he brod. and then selecting those that 
look the best tu the eye? Is not the 
tendency to produce large litters her- 
editary? 
\Vill not gilts selected from 


targe litters be more likely to in turn 
produce large litters than those from 
small litters? 
By the method now 


generally followed in the selection of 
the young brood sows the choice Is 
more likely to fall on the gilts from 
.small Ilttors than on those from large 
ones, for the very simple reason that 
they had more milk from the sow 
and consequently a better start and 
usually look bettor In the fall and 
early winter. We believe that if more 
attention 
was 
paid to this matter 


thoro would be less complaint about 
small litters.

BLAZE THREATENED BOSTON. 


By H«rd Work Flame* Were Confined 


to One Large Bloek. 


Boston, Dec. 19.—Flre today caused 


heavy damage in tho block bounded by 
Tremont, Bromfleld, Washington ami 
Winter streets, and although the 
flames were confined practically to one 
structure, tho Studio building. In Tre- 
mont street, it for a time, threatened 
to cause much greater destruction. 


The flre broke out on the lower floor 


of the Eldridge and Peabody furniture 
establishment and quickly swept up 
through six floors of tlla firm's section 
of the Studio building. The roof fell 
and the flre Jumped across a narrow 
alley to the roof of the Orphcum thea- 
ter, formerly Boston's famous music 
hall, and to the top of the building oc- 
cupied by the Talbot company, cloth- 
iers, ta Washington struct. The flames 
did considerable damage to both struc- 
tures but the Talbot 
building was 


flooded by bursting hose. 


The firemen had to flght In a "nar- 


row alley on ice-coated ladders and 
flre escapes and with their own bodies 
cncnsod in ice. 


A rough estimate of the property loss 


which Eldrldgo and Peabody 
hears 


about $75,000 and the Talbot company 
$50,000. A number of artists, archi- 
tects, dentists and others in the Studio 
building were burned out.
